In April, 1966, a source asvised that the members of 
the Seattle Branch, Socialist Workers Party (SWP), executed 
a statement of .resignation from the National SWP, dated April 
- 9 , 19 66 , following -which they referred to themselves as the 
Seattle Branch, SWP, (Unaff illated) , and temporarily adopted 
the name Freedom Socialist Party of Washington, aka Freedom 
Socialist Party (FSP). The group lead by RICHARD FRASER, aka 
. Dick Fraser, Richard Kirk, Dick Kirk, formerly a member of the 
SWP National Committee, and his wife, CLARA FRASER, aka Clara 
Kaye/ Organizer of the Seattle Branch, SWP, were known as, the 
KIRK-KAYE Tendency. Their disagreement with the National SWP 
. was over the questions of the Negro struggle, the colonial 
. revolution, the Vietnamese War regroupment, woman's emanci- 
pation, and party organizational principles, ^

■ two months and whose sole purpose was to contest U.S. Government' 
policy in Vietnam. -It was also stated that SCEWV would accept 
anyone who -was" opposed to the war in Vietnam on whatever basis
